PINK UFO PHOTOS ON GOOGLE STREET VIEW 

Seen on Google Street View cameras, a number of 
Pink UFO’s have been reported and going viral on the 
net. They are nothing more that Lens Flares. They 
have been seen in Texas, Mississippi and Austrailia 
to name a few locations. 

Lens flare is particularly caused by very bright light 
sources either in the image - which produces visible 
artifacts - or shining into the lens but not in the image 
-which produces a haze. Most commonly, this occurs 
when shooting into the sun (when the sun is in frame 
or the lens is pointed in the direction of the sun), and 
is reduced by using a lens hood or other shade. It 
also comes into play when shooting towards bright 
artificial light.

METAL DETECTOR 

OPERATION 

Operating a metal detector is simple. Once you turn the unit 
on, you move slowly over the area you want to search. In 
most cases, you sweep the coil head back and forth over the 
ground in front of you. When you pass it over a target 
object, an audible signal occurs. More advanced metal 
detectors provide displays that pinpoint the type of metal it 
has detected and how deep in the ground the target object is 
located. 

A typical metal detector is lightweight and consists of a few 
parts. 

• STABILIZER - Used to keep the unit steady as you 
sweep it back and forth. 

• CONTROL BOX - Contains the circuitry, controls, 
speaker, batteries and the microprocessor. 

• SHAFT - Connects the control box and the coil and is 
often adjustable so you can set it at a comfortable level 
for your height. 

• SEARCH COIL - The part that actually senses the 
metal. It is also known as the “Search Head”, “Loop” or 
“Antenna”. 

Metal Detectors use one of three technologies: 

1. (VLF) Very Low Frequency 

2. (PI) Pulse Induction 

3. (BFO) Beat Frequency Oscillation 
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HOW DO THEY WORK? 

REMEMBER...the receiver coil is completely shielded from 
the magnetic field generated by the transmitter coil. 

However, it is not shielded from magnetic fields coming from 
objects in the ground. Therefore, when the receiver coil 
passes over an object giving off a magnetic field, a small 
electric current travels through the coil. This current 
oscillates at the same frequency as the object’s magnetic 
field. The coil amplifies the frequency and sends it to the 
control box of the metal detector, where sensors analyze the 
signal. 

Interestingly enough, the metal detector can determine 
approximately how deep the object is buried based on the 
strength of the magnetic field in generates. The closer to the 
surface an object is, the stronger the magnetic field picked 
up by the receiver coil and the stronger the electric current 
generated. The deeper below the surface the weaker the 
signal field can be. Beyond a certain depth, the object’s field 
is so weak at the surface that it is undetectable by the 
receiver coil. 

(VLF) VERY LOW FREQUENCY METAL DETECTOR 

This type of detector relies on a phenomenon known as 
“Phase Shifting”. Phase shift is the difference in timing 
between the transmitter coil’s frequency and the frequency 
of the target object. 

Many metal detectors even allow you to filter out objects 
above a certain phase-shift level. Usually, you can set the 
level of phase shift that is filtered, generally by adjusting a 
knob that increases or decreases the threshold. 
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Another discrimination feature of (VLF) detectors is called 
“Notching”. Essentially, a notch is a discrimination filter for a 
particular segment, as normal discrimination would, but also 
to objects below it. 

(PI) PULSE INDUCTION METAL DETECTOR 

This is a less common form of metal detector and is based 
on pulse induction. This technology sends powerful, short 
bursts (pulses) of current through a coil of wire. Each pulse 
generates a brief magnetic field. When the pulse ends, the 
magnetic field reverses polarity and collapses very suddenly, 
resulting in a sharp electrical spike. This spike lasts a few 
microseconds and causes another current to run through the 
coil. This current is called the “Reflected Pulse” and is 
extremely short, lasting only about 30 microseconds. 

Another pulse is then sent and the process repeats. A 
typical Pl-based metal detector sends about 100 pulses per 
second, but the number can vary greatly based on the 
manufacturer and model. 

If the metal detector is over a metal object, the pulse creates 
an opposite magnetic field in the object. When the pulse’s 
magnetic field collapses causing the reflected pulse, the 
magnetic field of the object makes it take longer for the 
reflected pulse to completely disappear. This process works 
something like “Echoes”. 

NOTE: PI based detectors are not very good at 
discrimination because the reflected pulse length of various 
metals are not easily separated. 

(BFO) BEAT FREQUENCY OSCILLATION METAL 

DETECTOR 
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This type of detector is great for finding buried objects. But 
typically, the object must be within a foot or so of the surface 
for the detector to find it. This system utilizes two coils of 
wire. One large coil is in the search head and a smaller coil 
is located inside the control box. Each coil is connected to 
an oscillator that generates thousands of pulses of current 
per second. The frequency of these pulses is slightly offset 
between the two coils. 

When the coil in the search head passes over a metal 
object, the magnetic field caused by the current flowing 
through the coil creates a magnetic field around the object. 
The object’s magnetic field interferes with the frequency of 
the radio waves generated by the search-head coil. As the 
frequency deviates from the frequency of the coil in the 
control box, the audible beats change in duration and tone. 

AS A UFO OR PARANORMAL RESEARCHER, YOU NEED TO 
CONSIDER THIS TYPE OF EQUIPMENT... 

Over the years of investigative research into the 
phenomenon known as Ufology and the Paranormal have 
changed. Forensic trace evidence has come to play a major 
roll into the success or failure of the outcome of 
investigations. At anytime during your investigation should 
you find any type of physical trace evidence, equipment such 
as a “Metal Detector” could be an invaluable tool that should 
be utilized on the actual event-site. Even when dealing with 
a “Cold Case File”, you never knows what piece of evidence 
may be uncovered (6) six inches under the topsoil, hidden 
and out of sight. 


Many case files record the finding of unknown metals. Just 
think what else was never found because the investigator 
was not afforded the means or opportunity to utilize modern 
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forensic detection equipment, such as a Metal Detector, to 
gather additional trace evidence.
